I, Michelle Couch, declare as follows: 

1. I am employed in the Intellectual Property Department at Chiron Corporation, 
located in Emeryville, CA. 

2. I have tried to contact Kevin Hou regarding execution of the loint Assignment and 
Joint Declaration for this application. I have been unable to locate him. 

3. Kevin Hou's last known address is 18123 NW Village Park Drive, Issaquah, WA 
98027. I sent a package to Dr. Hou by Federal Express, enclosing a letter dated October 31, 
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2005, copies of the Joint Declaration and Joint Assignment, and a pre-paid Federal Express 
return envelope. Copies of the letter and enclosures are provided in Exhibit 1 . 

4. On or around February 9, 2006 I tried to contact Dr. Hou by telephone and 
discovered that his number had been disconnected. I searched the internet for a "Kevin Hou" or 
"K. Hou" in the areas surrounding Issaquah WA and Seattle WA. I found a telephone number 
for a J & K Hou. I left messages at that number on or around February 9, 2006 and on February 
21 and March 2, 2006 but received no response. 

5. On February 22, 2006 I sent a second package to Dr. Hou by Federal Express, 
enclosing a letter, copies of the Joint Declaration and Joint Assignment, and a pre-paid Federal 
Express return envelope. The package was delivered to that address on February 23, 2006. 
Copies of the airbill, letter, enclosures, and tracking results are provided in Exhibit 2. 

6. On March 2, 2006 I was able to reach Kim Folger Bruce, one of the co-inventors 
of this application. She told me that Dr. Hou may have moved to California, possibly to the Bay 
area. I searched the internet again on March 3, 2006 and identified five possible telephone 
numbers.

7. On March 7, 2006 I spoke with Dr. Bruce to ask if she had any further information 
about how to reach Dr. Hou.
